The one big surprise in the House of Representatives 
vote on the i\ew Labor Bill is the margin by which it was 
passed. 
The vote was 308 to 107 — almost three to one. On 
the face of it, the House would have no difficulty in re­ 
passing the Bill over a Presidential veto. 
The Republican solidarity continued to be a remark­ 
able tribute to the legislative skill of Speaker Martin. Un­ 
der his leadership, the Labor program — one of the tough­ 
est jobs ever faced by any Congress — was hammered 
into shape in little over three months after the new Con­ 
gress reorganized; and in such satisfactory form that it 
was overwhelmingly approved by the House membership. 
The Republican dissent was negligible. Voting for 
the Bill were 215 Republicans; against it only 22. 
To 
offset the loss of these Republicans, the speaker could 
point with pride to the fact that he carried more than half 
the Democratic party with him — 93 for to 85 against 
(counting American Labor Party Congressman Marcan- 
tonio as a New Dealer which he certainly is in labor mat­ 
ters).
